I have not had the 
opportunity to consult with the leaders 
nor do I know what attitude they are 
disposed to take. Iiecognize the fact 
that they claim our defeat is a defeat of 
silver; the opposite in my judgment 'is 
the case. The principle of bimetallism 
is either right or wrong. If it is right 
it must eventually win, If it is wrong, 
we must join in the defeat of bimetal- 
lism even if our pride is wounded. In 
every conflict between truth and error 
there are occasions where error seems 
to have triumphed 
and truth is 


crushed. 


THG TEST OF THE GOLD STANDABD. 


If the acesaion of the Bepublicans to 


the control of the House raises tho 
price of cotton to 8)4 cents—its price 
before the repeal of the Sherman law; 
if it puts wheat back to $1 a bushel; if 
it distributes money in the pockets of 
the producers to the extent that pre- 
vailed subsequent to the war, then the 
gold standard must be a blessing. If 
by some metaphysical or oocuH reason- 
ing it can be made evident that mort- 
gages placed upon the possessions of the 
nation are great national blessings— 
though tho contrary is true of mort- 
gages placed upon personal property— 
if this truth becomes so self evident, 
then the cause for which you and I have 
struggled must perish, and^we must 
give credit to those who hold contrary 
opinions 


I cannot believe, however, that organ- 


ized rapacity can bring to pass such 
blissful condition?, so contrary to all 
history in the past. If true, then again, 
we have entered the age of miracles. 
My judgment is we have met a Bull 
Bun. 
We have fought for silver and 


tho rights of tho producers in a guer- 
rilla method, each one his own general, 
and each one his own plan of attack 
and defense 
Some day these forces 


will be knit, fused into one common 
cause. 


The issue will be recognized as one 


strictly between the debtor and the 
creditor classes; and for my self it 
makes but little difference, if any, what 
party name may be on the banner. If 
the Bepublicans dare to stand neai to 
the gieat throbbing heart of humanity 
and do men justice, then I shall hail 
that party as my own and its triumphs 
will be hailed with delight. If it be the 
Democratic party, that puttins? away

ting aside the minor differences which 
divide great multitudes of tninking 
people, concentrates its objects, aims, 
and efforts in one direction to afford 
speedy relief to those being crushed 
under heavy burdens; drawing up a 
new bill of rights or even daring to 
affirm the old Declaration of Indepen- 
dence given by our Forefathers, then 
that party shall bo my party, and to 
suffer doff at with those maintaining 
such principles would be more pre- 
cious to me than tho triumphs of any 
party holding contrary aims and pur- 
poses. I am prepared to change my 
party faith on any occasion when I find 
my party faithless. I am going to be 
sufficiently consistent with my own 
conscience to never let a party name 
prove a clog upon my neck or to fetter 
my feet, binding me to the behest of 
selfish politicians holding party organ 
ization merely as a wedge with which 
to eater upon the rightful possession 
of others. 
As I quoted in an anti- 


optiou speech, with my politics as with 
my religious views: 
" Let pritleful priests do battle about creeds; 
That church la mine which does molt Christ- 


like deeds." 
I hope that I am in error about this, 


but I fear the coming winter will show 
labor so illy requited, hunger so un- 
appeased, and misery so accentuated, 
as to render conditions even worse than 
those confronting us to-day. But I am 
optomistic to believe that whon this 
destitution, hunger and woe have 
reached far enough, God will reveal to 
his children the fact that obligation 
and duty to self and loved one^B is a 
higher obligation than all party poli- 
ticians.

As a matter of fact, the officers o( 


the Mint are trying just now to find 
out how the inatte'r.leaked out. ^Noue 
of the officials or employes deny the 
story, aud it is generally accepted as 
true that the bar was worth consider- 
ably more than $10,000, and that tbe 
disappearance of the bar alone accounts 
for the shortage. 


One or the officials in the Mint was 


hoitrd to say to another, 


"The knot is tightening." 
It is, however, generally understood 


that the investigation is nearly at an 
end, and that the tracing of the Stand- 
ard bar of gold will unerringly lead to 
ibe detection of the guilty party 
If 


the theoay is correct it wonld appear 
that the shortage was occasioned by 
one single act of theft, aud that two 
men at least are concerned, as one man 
could not have carried off this amounl 
in one bar.

Howorth'* Theory With Begard to the" j 


Bemains Found In Siberia. 
' 


111 Howorth's book, entitled "Tbo ! 


Mammoth anS the Flood," the author 
advances a unique theory with regard 
to the remains of the mammoth, or hairy 
elephant, ybich is found in snob im- 
mense nnmbera in Siberia. These crea- 
tures were BO plentiful at one time in 
that country that ivory hunters found it 
more profitable to go there in search of 
that valuable article than to South Af- 
rica, where elephants are supposed to be 
as numerous as boodlers in New York 
city. Howorth says that they are inva- 
riably found under conditions which 
make it certain that they could not have 
lived unless the surroundings and cli- 
mate had been entirely different from 
those existing at present. The remains 
of plants upon which they fed and the 
southern contemporary shells which ave 
also frequently found With tho remains 
point to a sudden and wonderful change 
of climatic conditions. 


If Professor Howorth's argument is 


to bo given any weight, the Siberian 
plateau is one of the most recent fea- 
tures in the known physical geography 
of the world. He figures that the pla- 
teau was suddenly raised to its present 
height, and that, prior to its sudden ele- 
vation, it was » warm stretch of low- 
laud furnishing pasturage to thousands 
of mammoth brutes. The rapid eleva- 
tion, according to hia deductions, sud- 
denly congealed the waters and froze 


S the gigantic animal bodies through and 
through, thus preserving them intact 
until the present day. He says that un- 
less theso animals had been frozen im- 
mediately after death they would cer 
taiuly have decayed and disappeared. 


In some places, far to the east in Si- 


beria, as well as in the mountainous 
regions of Alaska on our continent, the 
remains of the mammoth and other greal 
extinct animals have been found at a 
height of 17,000 feet above sen level. 
Howorth and Faloony both declare this 
to be incompatible with their mode of 
life.—St. Louis Republic.

CONFIDENCES OF CLIENTS. 


A Xotod English Precedent Which Stamps 


Them as Inviolable. 


"The matter of confidences between 


counsel and client is one of great inter- 
est and importance," said a well known 
jurist and ex-judge the other day. 


'•'As to the duty of a lawyer on the 


trial of a case .where he has been in- 
fori'.iad by his client that he is guilty, 
tho bust and most controlling example 
is that of Charles James Phillips, the 
miiineiit British barrister who in many 
directions was rated in his time as sec- 
oud only to Lord Erskine. 


"De was defending Courvoisier, who 


was indicted for the murder of Lord 
Gafisell. During the trial, on the exam- 
ination of a very important witness for 
tho people, the accused was much over- 
come, and in tho intensity of his emo- 
tion' communicated either to Mr. Phil- 
lips or ttf his solicitor the fact that he 
was gnilty of tho crime. 


"Mr. Phillips immediately asked, .{or 


an adjournment of the case and for a 
consultation with the judges. The con- 
sultation was granted, and Mr. Phillips 
stated to the bench that the accused .hacL 
confessed his guilt and requested the 
judges to point out to him his path.of 
duty. The judges, after deliberation, 
stated that he Would have a perfect 
right to make such legal and logical, de 
dnctions from the evidence as bo 
thought tended to the exculpation of tha 
accused, but it would be unprofessional 
to state to tho jury any personal belief 
of his innocence. 


"In his argument to the jury; Mr. 


Phillips, carried away by his emotiona 
and imagination, did state to the jnry: 
his own personal belief in tho innocence 
f his client, and this statement of bis 
occasioned much criticism afterward."
